|. MODERN METHODE IN CHINA, _ 


= : 
Tho grocery in Canada. ere instrnoted 
through the medium of the Canadian Grocer of 
| Ootober 16th, which, by the way, ia a fine 
“coming of age” number, in the art of ten. 
buying in lands of growth, . Mr. J. M. Lobb, of 
Toronto, writes an article describing modern 
‘methods in Chins with: a brief reference to 
‘Ceylon and India, Referring to.China. tes, he 
saya: “A buyer in Hankow faithfully tasting 
the musters (samples) os they come in ‘finds 
great interest in markin, selections for 
urchass. A buyer who shirks the standing and 
cassant tasting and trusts to luck can make 
horrible mistakes, © There. is little to guide one, 
Lists of competitors’ purchases of the previous 
day, more or less acourats, aro ' found out’ by 
one’s Chineso staff and ara somewhat of a guide, 
but were 8 charice to: depend on theso ho 
would usually find that the best chops were’ 
bought the day before, ‘Teas are..pnt on 
the market in Hankow through Chinese mer- 
chanta or firms who either buy outright from the 
farmors or soll for the Istters account. ‘The 
‘Europeans receive small samplos of all tena.as 
they arrive at the different Chinese hongs and 
negotiate for purchase througk 
. CHINESE BROKERS 
representing the soveral hongs, The Chinese 
staif of a Buropean tea hong in China consista’ 
of the compradore, head of all the staff, and the 
one who takes charge of all the moneys, pays 
coolies, the expanses at tha godown (warehouse), 
eto, It is through the compradore alo that 
teas are negotiated with brokers or the hongs 
they represent, ‘The. seleotions of samplos as 
spade are offered to the Chinese broker, who: 
reports te his bong, and if the price is acooptable 
or approximate, a half-chost of the tea ia sent in, 
inapected, and price agreed upon, the broker 
signing @ contract in tho buyers'/hook Kept for 
the purpose and’ fixing the parchese with his 
hongs or by contract with the tea man for whom 
his principals are selling, . It sometines happons 
that in order to got the toa man to accapt the 
price . . 

THE CHINESE HONG “SQUEEZE: MAN” 
will resort to methods of persuasion, such as 
locking the unfortanate man in'a room in this 
hong and arguing the situation. Occasionally 
one heara of such sstubborn subject that broken 
chairs and tables are'reported, but never hoads, 
and Chinese tables and chairs are flimsy articles 
at any rote: - oe 

“Tess coming from the country up the river 
are called Hankow teas, and are, as a rale, * hard 
cargo,’ that is, actually on the apot before offered. 
Of these, several half-cheats may be sent to 
different buyers for inspoction,-while negotis- 
‘tions for purchase are going on, and it is the 
first best offer that usually takes the tea. Of 
‘Kivkiang tesa, which have to come up the river 
:to Hankow, one ox two are sent abosd ‘of the 
serge, and, in purchasing, the pride is usnally 
fixed before the half-chosé, called ‘mustor-cheat,’ 
is sent for inspection. There is never more 
than one muster. chest of these teaa available, 
and a buyer having this in his possession is sure 
of getting the ‘lot it representsat the price 
originally offered, or, if possible, o little under. 
‘Once this muster is opened the buyer is morally 
bound to complete the contract, unless some 
distinot difference is found between this and th 
original small sample, - rn 

“ Each purchaso-as completed is entered in o 
contract .book ‘and not taken into the godown 
until convenient or wanted for shipment. When 
wanted, the tess are ordered to ba sent in, 
weighed grosa (five half-chests of pach), and 
tared (three of each), samples drawn from five 
half-chests are compared with the original mus- 
tet chest, and if satisfactory, paid for on average 
weight of those weighed and tared. Tho tesa 
are ready. packed, leaded, and paperad, but axe 
labelled, matted and rattaned in buyer's Pbdowns. 
Should a difference ba found in the samples 
Grown from the delivery and samples from the 
muster chest, the broker iscalled in, the difference 
brought to his notice as forcibly as possible 
that he imay impress the tea mon and secare the 
best’ out (reduction) he can in original price.’ 
‘This is often , . 

A TRYING PART OF THE BUSINESS” 
for, if one bays fine ted and the delivery does 
not. come up ‘to expeotations, it is impossible 
to buy other lots, ox the market is usually 
clesred quickly of choice chops, It is fortunate, 
however, that, as a ralo, the Chinaman is honest 
and seldom does a glaring difference in delivery 
and sample occur, rarely, if over,in the ‘crack’ 
(best-known) chops, Inspection is thorough 
and careful, for casea have occurred proving the 
soying ‘for ways that are dark and tricks that 
arp. deep, the heathen Chinee is peculiar.’ 
. Fortunately for the tea buyers, few of this class 
have entered into hie sphere, however, . In select- 

teas' wher first arrived fresh fired chango 
in charactér aa fire goos off and must-be watched 
‘a0 es not to‘get burnt teas or tess underfired. 
The latter are the most.dangerous, 38 they can- 
not keep sweat for long, It is worthy of 
remark that in China lots of as many as one 
thousand ‘two hundred ‘half-chests (chops), sold 
on one sample, will run evenly ‘and up ta

growth in the goneral oxport trade-with Chine
